They flutter in and out of the
Senate with a sage aod solemn air of posses¬
sion. 1 think it is in evidence that they often
condescend to sherry and champagne, and I fear
that Grier and Nelson exceptionally descend to
old rye aod whiskey. The whole nine effect the
drama. John Marshall undoubtedly shed tears
over Fanny Kimble, just as the eminent Penn¬
sylvania Chief Justice, John Bannister Gibson,
idolized old Joseph Jefferson. Davis, of II-
linoise, aod Swayne, of Ohio, Miller, of Iowa,
atd Clifford, of Maine, do no deny their weak¬
ness for a good opera or ballet, aud Joseph
Story, like Caleb Cushing, enjoyed a good
Di-vel, and wrote some very fair poetry when
he was a young man. i

So that there are many reasons why a states¬
man who has got through with other offices
should aspire to round his career by a seat on
?he velvet cushions of the Supreme Bench. It
is for life. It is a social power. It is a cosy
lookout on politics. It is a solid dignity. It is
not an exhaustive labor. The salary is good,
and never touched except to be raised. As the
law is the royal profession in this country, so a

place in the Supreme Court is the only royal
taural that can be placed on the American law¬
yer's brow.

The Islands of the South Pacific..Re¬
cent advices from Australia show chat the is¬
lands of the South Pacific are fast increasing in
commercial importance. The AucklaudSteam
Packet Compauy. having a steam service to
the Fiji Islands, will procure additional steam¬
ers to supply their increasing coasting trade.
A steamer is also to be placed regularly on the
passage between Aucklaud and Poverty Bay,
aud another steamer is ou her way out from
London to engage in the coasting trade. Seven¬
ty miles of the Auckland and Wakalo Railroad
were opened recently. The Maori King aud
his son were paying friendly visits to the set¬
tlers. The harvest promised to be abundant.
In the other colonies the wheat crop will show
a falling off. There is a great demand for la¬
bor in the various parts of the colonies. Trade
with the Islauds of Fiji aud other groups in
the South Sea is increasing. The sugar trade
is to receive an impetus by the establishment
of sugar refineries. The Union Steam Ship
i>iug Company, with a capital of $250,001), has
beeu organized at Duneden to meet the grow¬
ing requirements of thr shipping trade of New
Zealaud, aud the New Zealand Navigation Co.
will enlarge its capital in order to provide ad¬
ditional steamers to Fiji. The feeling is grow¬
ing stronger in favor of the annexation of Fiji,
It is urged that Eugland should at ance assume

the sovereignty of the Fiji Islands, owing to
the fhquent troubles betweeu the white settlers
and the natives, aod it is announced that an

envoy will be sent to Washington, and most
likely to Europe, to press upon the great pow¬
ers the claims of the British to a full recogni¬
tion of their rights in Fiji.
Singular Suit..A queer case of litigation,

growing out ofthe yellow fever scourage inMem¬
phis last summer, is now in progress in Wash-
it gton. The complainaut is David Afflick, who
seeks to recover possession of his infant grand¬
daughter, who is said to be the sole heiress of a

large fortune in Memphis, coming to her from
her parents. In May last Afflick was suddenly
called to Memphis by the death of his son, be
having fallen a viotim to the epidemic, which
had just then begun. Upon his arrival there
he K-uod that his son, his sou's wife and two

daughters had likewise died. Distracted by
this overwhelming calamity, that had in three
days' takeu every member of the family but
this babe, the cholera still raging, all business
suspended and having no opportunity to settle
his son's affairs, no oourts being in session, he
placed the babe io the hands of a Mrs. Rogers,
promising to call for it in one month. Two
weeks subsequently, however, the respondent
iu the case, a relative of the babe's mother,
went to Mrs. Rogers, and forcibly took the
child from her in spite of her remonstrances
and tears, and without any authority brought
it to Washington, where he had changed the
name to Rebecca Afflick, and had announced
his intention of taking possession o' the pro¬
perty to which the child had fallen heir. There
.s a prospect of a long struggle between the
rival claimants, and it would not be surprMagif the entire property were devoured in the at¬
tempt to settle the question as to who has the
priur claim to the body of the infant heiress.
